1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on October 15, 2010. 
New claims 17-24 has been added. Claims 2, 5 and 15-24 are now pending in the present 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 5 and 15-24 (renumbered as claims 1-12, respectively) are allowed. 
Claims 2, 5 and 15-24 are allowed. The reasons for allowance are clear on the 

record and in view of Applicant's remarks (see pages, 9-11) filed on October 15, 2010.
